VICTORIAN SYMBOLISM ON MARKERS AND MONUMENTS 


March 10, 1999 


MANY VISITORS DO NOT NOTICE THE SYMBOLS ON THE GRAVE MARKERS, 
BECAUSE THE COMMON LANGUAGE OF SYMBOLS HAS BEEN FORGOTTEN. 
DURING THE VICTORIAN ERA FROM 1837 TO 1901, SYMBOLS WERE USED 

TO COMMUNICATE WITH VISITORS TO THE CEMETERY. THE SYMBOLS 
CONVEYED THE IDEAS ABOUT THE CHARACTER, PERSONALITY, DEVOTION, 
AND ATTITUDES OF THE DECEASED. FOLLOWING ARE SOME OF THE MOST 
COMMON SYMBOLS USED DURING THE VICTORIAN PERIOD, WITH SOME 

OF THE MOST COMMON MEANINGS ATTRIBUTED TO THEM AT THE TIME. 


ANCHOR - ANCHORS, UNLESS ACCOMPANIED BY ADDITIONAL RELATED 
SYMBOLS, RARELY MEAN THE DECEASED HAD ANYTHING TO DO WITH 
THE NAVY OR THE SEA. USUALLY THE ANCHOR IS USED AS A CHRISTIAN 
SYMBOL, OF FAITH AND HOPE. SOMETIMES THE REFERENCE IS TO THE 
SOUL OF THE DECEASED BEING ANCHORED SAFELY IN GOD’S HARBOR. 


ANGEL - THE ANGEL MAY BE PORTRAYED IN FLIGHT, EITHER GOING UP 

OR COMING DOWN, OR THE ANGEL MAY BE IN REPOSE AT THE GRAVE SITE. 
ANGELS REPRESENT MESSENGERS OF GOD, AND MAY BE SHOWN CARRYING 
THE EFFIGY OF THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED BACK TO HEAVEN. THEY ALSO 
BRING COMFORT TO MOURNERS. USUALLY ANYTHING WITH WINGS MAY 
REPRESENT A MESSENGER TO GOD. 


BASKETS AND BOUQUETS OF FLOWERS - TO THE VICTORIANS THERE WAS 

A LANGUAGE OF FLOWERS. EACH BLOOM HAD A SPECIFIC MEANING THAT 
WAS COMMONLY UNDERSTOOD. WHEN INTERPRETING MULTIPLE FLOWERS, 
EACH BLOOM SHOULD BE TAKEN IN TURN AND THE COMBINED MEANING 
MAY BE A SENTENCE OR EVEN A PARAGRAPH. THE MEANING OF INDIVIDUAL 
BLOSSOMS WILL BE EXPLAINED UNDER THE NAME OF THE FLOWER. 

THE OVERTURNED BASKET WOULD HAVE PORTRAYED DEATH TO THE 
VICTORIANS. 


BIBLE - THE BIBLE IS THE SCRIPTURAL REFERENCE FOR CHRISTIAN BELIEF. 
WHEN REPRESENTED ON A GRAVE MARKER IT EMPHASIZES THE PIETY OF 
THE DECEASED. NORMALLY THE WORDS “HOLY BIBLE” WILL BE CARVED 
ON THE BOOK WHEN THAT IS THE MEANING INTENDED. 


BOOK - OTHER THAN THE BIBLE, A BOOK MAY BE USED AS A SYMBOL OF 
THE “BOOK OF LIFE” IN WHICH THE GOOD DEEDS OF THE DECEASED ARE 
INSCRIBED. OR A BOOK MAY REPRESENT LEARNING - AN EDUCATED 
PERSON. THE PRESENCE OF AN INKWELL AND PEN PROBABLY INDICATES 
BOOKS OF LEARNING. 


CHAIN - WHEN A CHAIN IS A COMPLETE CIRCLE, IT REPRESENTS A FAMILY 
CIRCLE IN WHICH NO ONE HAS DIED. A MISSING OR BROKEN LINK IN A 
CHAIN IS A SYMBOL OF THE DEATH OF A MEMBER OF THE FAMILY. IN SOME 
CASES. A HAND REACHING DOWN IS PRESENT, REPRESENTING GOD TAKING 
THE SOUL OF A MEMBER OF THE FAMILY FROM THE CIRCLE. 








CLOCK - VICTORIAN FOLK LORE HELD THAT WHEN A DEATH OCCURRED IN 
A HOUSE, THE CLOCKS STOPPED. INA SENSE, TIME HAD STOPPED FOR THAT 
PERSON. CLOCKS WERE NOT TO BE STARTED AGAIN UNTIL AFTER THE 
BURIAL OF THE DECEASED, OR SOMEONE ELSE IN THE HOUSEHOLD WOULD 
DIE WITHIN THE YEAR. FURTHERMORE, THE CLOCKS WERE NOT TO BE 
STARTED AGAIN AT THAT SAME TIME, OR THE PERSON STARTING THEM 
WOULD DIE WITHIN THE YEAR. AS WITH MIRRORS, CLOCKS COULD ALSO 
BE TURNED FACE TO THE WALL, OR DRAPED WITH BLACK CLOTH UNTIL 
AFTER THE FUNERAL AND BURIAL. 


COLUMN - A COLUMN OR PILLAR THAT IS COMPLETE WITH A CAPITAL USUALLY 
MEANT THAT THE PERSON HAD REACHED THE EXPECTED SPAN OF YEARS, 
THREE SCORE AND TEN. THE ALTERNATIVE, A COLUMN CARVED TO SEEM 
BROKEN, WOULD MEAN A LIFE ENDED PRIOR TO AGE SEVENTY. SOMETIMES 
THE BROKEN COLUMN IS SHOWN WITH BOTH PARTS, AND THEN THE 
APPROXIMATE AGE OF THE DECEASED MAY BE REPRESENTED. 


CROSS - THIS CHRISTIAN SYMBOL OF CHRIST’S CRUCIFIXION IS THE SYMBOL 
OF THE PROMISE OF SALVATION. THERE ARE MANY STYLES OF CROSSES, AND 
SOMETIMES THE STYLE WILL INDICATE THE ETHNIC BACKGROUND OF THE 
DECEASED. FOR INSTANCE, A CELTIC CROSS MAY BE FOR SOMEONE OF 

IRISH ANCESTRY, AND AN ORTHODOX CROSS IS USUALLY FOR SOMEONE OF 
SLAVIC ANCESTRY. 


CROWN - THE CROWN REPRESENTS THE VICTORY OF LIFE OVER DEATH. THERE 
ARE SEVERAL STYLES OF CROWNS USED AS GRAVE MARKER SYMBOLS, THE 
MOST COMMON ONE BEING A MEDIEVAL STYLE. WHEN SHOWN WITH A CROSS 
THROUGH THE CROWN, THE SYMBOL MAY SHOW MEMBERSHIP IN KNIGHTS 
TEMPLAR. 


DOVE - THE DOVE REPRESENTS THE HOLY SPIRIT, SOMETIMES MEANS A 
MESSENGER OF GOD, AND MAY ALSO REFER TO PEACE. WHEN CARRYING A 
OLIVE BRANCH IN ITS BEAK IT REPRESENTS PEACE, WHEN CARRYING A 
BROKEN STEMMED ROSE BUD IN ITS BEAK, IT REPRESENTS DEATH OF AN 
INFANT OR VERY YOUNG CHILD. 


FLOWERS - A LILY MEANT PURITY AND INNOCENCE, A VIOLET MEANT 
HUMILITY, A DAISY MEANT SIMPLICITY, A LOTUS MEANT REGENERATION 
OR IMMORTALITY, A MORNING GLORY MEANT RESURRECTION, ORANGE 
BLOSSOMS MEANT PURITY, A CAMELLIA MEANT PERFECT LOVELINESS, 

A HAWTHORNE MEANT HOPE, A ROSE SYLBOLIZES LOVE AND BEAUTY. 
BEAUTY MEANT THE QUALITY OF THE SOUL AND THE LIFE LIVED, RATHER 
THAN PHYSICAL BEAUTY. ROSES IN FULL BLOOM ARE USED FOR ADULTS, 
OFTEN FOR WOMEN. A BOUQUET OF ROSES MAGNIFIES THE QUALITY 

OF A SINGLE ROSE. THE ROSEBUD WITH A BROKEN STEM, OR TWO ROSES 
AND A BUD (INDICATING PARENTS AND CHILD) OFTEN WERE USED FOR 
THE DEATH OF A CHILD. 


GATES - GATES ARE INVARIABLY SHOWN OPEN, MARKING A PASSAGE 
BETWEEN THIS LIFE AND ETERNAL LIFE. OFTEN WHAT IS BEYOND THE 
GATES IS SHOWN AS HEAVEN, INDICATED BY THE SUN, THE MOON, A 
STAR, OR A CROWN, ALL INDICATIONS OF THE TRIUMPH OF ETERNAL 
LIFE. SOMETIMES THE GATES HAVE STEPS IN FRONT OF THEM, REFERRED 
TO AS THE “GOLDEN STAIRS” IN SOME CHRISTIAN HYMNS, AND GATES 








MAY ALSO HAVE ELABORATE GATE POSTS AND ARCHES, ALL MEANT TO 
ILLUSTRATE THE GATES OF HEAVEN. THE DECEASED HAS PASSED THROUGH 
THE GATES OF HEAVEN, FROM EARTHLY LIFE TO LIFE ETERNAL. 


HANDS - IF THE HAND IS REACHING DOWNWARD IT REPRESENTS THE 
HAND OF GOD, EXTENDING A BLESSING TO THE DECEASED OR TAKING 
THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED BACK TO HEAVEN. THE HAND MAY SHOW 
THE INDEX FINGER POINTING UP, GIVING ASSURANCES TO THE SURVIVORS 
THAT THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED HAS GONE TO HEAVEN. PERHAPS THE 
MOST COMMON PORTRAYAL OF HANDS IS IN THE CLASPED POSITION. 

THIS MAY MEAN THAT A HUSBAND AND WIFE ARE UNITED THROUGH 
ETERNITY. IT MAY MEAN THE FELLOWSHIP OF FRATERNAL BROTHERHOOD 
IN A LODGE. OR IT MAY MEAN THE BLESSING OF THE CHURCH AND CLERGY 
ON THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED. 


HARP - THE HARP IS THE SYMBOL OF JOY, NOT AT THE DEATH OF A PERSON, 
BUT AT THE SALVATION OF THAT PERSON’S SOUL. IT IS A REFERENCE TO 
THE FINITE JOY ON EARTH AND THE INFINITE JOY IN HEAVEN. 


HOUR GLASS - AS IN THE CASE OF THE CLOCK, OBJECTS THAT TELL THE 
PASSAGE OF TIME ARE SYMBOLS THAT TIME IS OVER FOR THE DECEASED. 
LITERALLY, THIS SYMBOL MEANT THAT THE SANDS OF TIME HAD RUN 
OUT FOR THIS PERSON. A WINGED HOURGLASS HAS DOUBLE MEANING: 
THE SANDS OF TIME HAVE RUN OUT AND THE SOUL IS FLYING TO HEAVEN. 


KEYS - KEYS ARE A SYMBOL OF SPIRITUAL POWER ON BOTH EARTH AND 
IN HEAVEN. 


LAMB - ONE OF THE MOST COMMON SYMBOLS IN CHRISTIANITY, THE LAMB 
SYMBOLIZES PURITY AND INNOCENCE. IT OFTEN MARKS THE DEATH OF 

A CHILD AND IS ONE OF THE MOST COMMON SYMBOLS USED ON A BABY’S 
GRAVE IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 


LAMP - THE LAMP REPRESENTS THE POWER OF THE SCRIPTURE, MEANS 
THE LIGHT OF ETERNAL LIFE, AND MAY BE USED TO MEAN LEARNING 
OR EDUCATION. 


LEAVES - JUST AS THE VICTORIANS HAD A LANGUAGE OF FLOWERS, 

LEAVES HAD A SPECIFIC MEANING FOR THEM. OAK LEAVES MEANT STRENGTH 
OF FAITH. AND WERE USED ON THE GRAVES OF ADULT MEN. IVY LEAVES 
MEANT STEADFASTNESS OF FAITH. GRAPE LEAVES (AS WELL AS BUNCHES 

OF GRAPES) OFTEN REPRESENTED THE WINE, THE BLOOD OF CHRIST IN THE 
COMMUNION, AND MIGHT MEAN THE DECEASED PERSON WAS MATURE 

IN YEARS. LAUREL LEAVES WERE SYMBOLIC OF THE VICTORY OF ETERNAL 
LIFE OVER DEATH, AND PALM LEAVES REPRESENTED THE HOPE OF 

ETERNAL SALVATION. 


SCALES - THE SCALES REPRESENT JUDGEMENT. IN EFFECT, GOOD DEEDS 
AND BAD DEEDS ARE WEIGHED AND JUDGEMENT IS RENDERED. EITHER 
THE SCALES OR THE BOOK OF LIFE MIGHT BE USED TO MEAN THE LAST JUDGEMENT. 


SCROLL - THE SCROLL REPRESENTS A RECORD OF THE GOOD AND BAD DEEDS 
OF THE DECEASED. A TORN SCROLL INDICATES DEATH, AN ENDED LIFE.

SEA SHELL - THE SEA SHELL IS A PRE-CHRISTIAN SYMBOL OF DEATH THAT WAS 
ADOPTED BY CHRISTIANS IT MAY BE USED AS A SYMBOL OF BAPTISM. IT 
WAS A SYMBOL THAT ALTHOUGH THE PHYSICAL REMAINS ARE INTERRED AT 
eee hottie eee THE SOUL HAS DEPARTED FOR HEAVEN.

SUN - USED TO INDICATE THAT THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED HAS GONE TO 
HEAVEN, SOMETIMES THE SUN IS PORTRAYED ONLY PARTIALLY VISIBLE 
OVER A HORIZON. VICTORIANS FELT THAT THIS COULD MEAN A SETTING 
SUN, THAT LIFE ON EARTH WAS OVER FOR THE DECEASED, OR THE RISING 
SUN, THAT ETERNAL LIFE WAS BEGINNING FOR THE DECEASED. 


TORCH - THE INVERTED TORCH IS AN ANCIENT SYMBOL OF DEATH. TORCHES 
ARE USUALLY SHOWN LIGHTED, EVEN WHEN INVERTED. THIS INDICATES 
THAT THE LIGHT OF ETERNAL LIFE BURNS, EVEN THOUGH THE LIGHT OF 
EARTHLY LIFE HAS BEEN EXTINGUISHED. 


TREE - TREES MAY SYMBOLIZE IMMORTALITY. THIS IS ESPECIALLY TRUE 
OF EVERGREEN TREES, AND IS WHY EVERGREENS ARE SUCH COMMON 
PLANTINGS IN CEMETERIES. THE OAK TREE MEANS STRENGTH OF FAITH. 
THE CEDAR TREE MEANS STEADFASTNESS OF FAITH. THE PALM TREE 
MEANS SALVATION. THE WEEPING WILLOW INDICATES MOURNING, 
AND IT IS ALSO A SYMBOL OF REGENERATION OF THE SPIRIT. WHEN IT 

IS CUT DOWN, NEW LIFE SPRINGS UP FROM THE ROOTS AS SPROUTS. 


TRUMPET - THE TRUMPET IS A SYMBOL OF THE DAY OF JUDGEMENT AND 
RESURRECTION. ON A GRAVE MARKER IT INDICATES ASSURANCE THAT 
THE SOUL OF THE DECEASED WILL BE WITH THE CHOSEN AT THE LAST 


JUDGEMENT. 


URN - THE URN IS A PRE-CHRISTIAN SYMBOL OF DEATH, AND OFTEN WAS 
USED TO HOLD THE REMAINS OR PORTIONS OF THE REMAINS OF THE 
DECEASED. THE CHRISTIANS ADOPTED THE SYMBOL FOR THE PHYSICAL 
REMAINS OF THE DECEASED BEING IN THE GRAVE, WHILE THE SOUL 
HAS GONE TO HEAVEN. 


WHEEL - THE WHEEL SYMBOLIZES OLD AGE, AND IS USUALLY REPRESENTED 
ON A GRAVE MARKER AS A BROKEN WHEEL, BECAUSE TO THE VICTORIANS, 
SOMETHING BROKEN MEANT DEATH. 


WREATH - WREATHS AND GARLANDS SYMBOLIZE THE COMBINED MEANING 
OF THE FLOWERS AND LEAVES THAT COMPOST THEM. JUST AS BASKETS 
AND BOUQUETS OF FLOWERS HAVE MULTIPLE LAYERS OF MEANING, SO 

DO WREATHS AND GARLANDS. THE EXCEPTION IS THE LAUREL WREATH, 
WHICH REPRESENTS THE VICTORY OF ETERNAL LIFE OVER DEATH, AND 

IS AN ANCIENT SYMBOL. 
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MAY THE GOOD LORD BLESS AND KEEP YOU
